The keen interest with which the 
unusual case w’as fo Po w’cd ro se to a 
po int o f dramatic iiileusiiy w'hen Pn 
lice 
Co mmisssio ner 
Bingham, 
who 
had presided at the trial, anno iiiiced 
ill a vo ice cho ked with emo tio n that 
tb.e charge against the unifo rm man 
had been pro ven. 
Then the co mmissio ner turned to 
Inspecto r Richard Walsh, in who se 
district Stephen Walsh waas a patro l- 
Tiian. hut wdio is no relative o f the 
dismissed man, and directed the in- 
sp(‘cto r to strip Waish o f his shield 
and unifo rm butto ns so that) ho might 
no t even leave the trial ro o m wdth 
the emblems o f his fo rmer po sitio n 
as a po liceman in go n« ! standing o n 
his perso n. 
The cro wal gazed o n in w’o nder and 
excitement as the inspecto r advanced 
to perfo rm his unpleasant task. The 
dismissed man sto o d siili and o fiered 
no resistance as the shield was iin- 
pinued fro m his breast and his revo l­ 
ver taken away.

cai5p except about half a dozen. 
The fish, which were very small 
when put into the stream, now range 
in size from tw'o to six pounds, and a 
few have been caught that weighed 
12 pounds. 
The carp 
have

better in the Verdigris than in any 
other stream stock ed by the govern­ 
ment. 
The Verdigris is a muddy stream. 
The Ark au^as river has too much al­ 
k ali ill it, and the average mountain 
stream of the territory is too clear 
and cold for carp.
